Yesterdfty was enactetl the dosing 
Bceno in the oflicial life of the Elliott 

Ministr)', and tlio late occujiants of 
Ministerial seats ".stepped down and 
out" in obedicrtce to the demand of the 
people as expressed through the ballot- 
box. It is not our intention to indite 
an eulogium on the merits of the de- 
oetsed Miaistry ;.but think ^vo may 
fafrly claim that the substantial 
and marked progress; of Province and 
people has been the result of their 
policy. It will not bo denied that 
they" found tho . country's credit gone 
and the Province generally out-at-the- 
elbowB,' and tliat they have relinquished 
. the helm of state witli tho country'.s 
credit fully restored and Provincial 
bonds quoted at a higher rate on 
'Change than those of any other Prov- 
iuco or Colony. It cannot bo de- 
nied that during tho past two years 
and a-half considerable advancement has 
been made by every branch of industiy, 
that thousands of acres of uuoccupieil 
land have been purchased and pre- 
empted, and that there have been 
large accessions to tho population. It 
will not be disputed that under their 
wise administration a scheme for the 
reclamation of \'ast tracts of sulmicrg- 
ed lands in Fraser Valley 1ms been suc- 
cessfully inaugurated ; tliat aid and en- 
courngcMiieut have been exteiuled to tlic 
quartz-rnining interest of the Province ; 
lliat many wholesome laws have been 
placed on the statute-book ; and that the 
eflect of their policy in the nfaiiagciiieiit 
of internal affairs has been generally 
good. That they liave made mistakes 
is not improbable ; but we slinll ever 
stoutly maintain that those mistakes 
have been few in number and, in tho 
face of tho great gootl their policy has 
conferred on tlie country, not worth 
mentioning. A grave charge of bri- 
bery and corruption was laiil at their 
door duriug last session ; but tho 
friends of tho late Governmout need 
entertain no fear a.s to tho result of an 
investigation. Tlic. evidence thus far 
is of the most flimsy character, and tho 
public must shortly be informed that 
the charge has not been sustained. 
In tho meanwhile, however, ponding 
acquittal by tlieir judge.'!, tlio Govern- 
ment were placed on trial before 
tho popular tribunal and cxccuteil, for 
it cannot be denied that at least two of 
tlio dovernment candidates in tho city 
owe their rejection at tho polls to the 
existence of these unproved charges. 
Another cause of tho ])opular verdict 
existed in the fact that the late Govern- 
ment found it absolutely necessary, in 
order to meet financial requirements, to 
impose a light and equitable tax on real 
and personal pro})crty. Taxation in 
whatsoever form is odious ; especially 
so wlieu it is imposed an a people who 
have ])rovioiisly en joyeii iniinuuity from 
such burthens. The lato Government 
went to the country with tlic tax- 
gatherer's budge about their necks, and 
they went under, notwithstanding the 
i;. weUkno^vn fact that amidst the rubbisli 
»■ found in the Government ofiicos when 
the Elliott Government took possession 
was a carefully-drawn Bill to levy taxes 
on real and personal property! British 
Columbians have not yet learned that 
taxation and Government go hand-in- 
hand, and that if they want protection 
for life and property, good roads and 
bridges and free education, they must 
contribute towards them. Perhaps 
thoy will bo brought to understand 
their duty better in this respect in tho 
next year or two. But the oflence of 
offences — the un2:)ardonable sin laid 
at the door of the deceased Govern- 
ment was that they had intrigutM with 
•the Mackenzie Government for tho de- 
feat of the Canadian Pacific Eailway. 
We defy their enemies to produce a 
single line, .sentence or scrap of paper 
that will go to establish in the remotest 
sense the damaging accusation. Every 
dispatch on the subject sent by tlicm to 
Canada and England urged upon tho 
two Governments the importance of 
immediate construction; and when they 
consented to "the tlolay of a single sum- 
mer" it was in response to the urgent 
request of Lord Carnarvon, who accom- 
panied the request with the significant 
remark that precipitate action on the 
part of the Province would but tend 
to prejudice their case at tho Colonial 
Office. Tlieir successors linve now an 
opportunity p'rosented of taking "jirccip- 
itate action" should thoy see fit. 

The Elliott Ministry have passed 
through tho dark valley and shadow of 
]jolitical doath,and there we leave them. 
Their record is now n matter of history. 
Their acts and j)olicy — their successes 
(which have been uiaiiy) and their mis- 
takes (which have been few) are the 
property of the country. Against the 
verdict of the country which removed 
them from ofllice wo have entered a 
protest ; th(3 policy of their suc- 
cessors will determine if that protest 
can be justified.

Tlie serried array of tents 
along the banks of tho river gives an ani-- 
mated ajqioaranco to tho scone, and the 
jLiccupants make a good homo market for 
our surplus provisions. We aro at last to 
bo favored with a pi:)stulHce on the south 
side of tho river — a real convonience 
which our jieoplc will be all thankful for. 
We aro all looking anxiously for the ad- 
vent of tho First of July, when wo look 
for a glorious celebration day. I hope we 
may not be disappointed. "

Electric Shotojraphy. 

Ill this ago of inventions and dis- 
coveries the pablio > receive.:-,the , most 
marvellous statoments and the most as- 
tounding assertions relative to science 
■with a complacence which a few ycai-s 
aiiico could only have been a.ssumcd b^' 
a jiliilosophcr. Following clo.selj ou 
tho heels of Edison'.s phonograph comes 
tliB discovery of a process whereby ob- 
ject.s traveliiiig at alnio.st lightning ra- 
pidity can be accurately photographed 
by the nioana ot electrical aid. .Some 
five ycara ago Governor Stanford of 
California asked jMuybridgo the cele- 
brated photogi-aphcr if he could photo- 
graph his famous race horse 
Occident at full speed. His an.s- 
■wor wa.s*tliat at that timo tho in.stru- 
inonts would not ncconiplish it,but that 
lie would give tho subject attention, 
and ho j,liouglit that it vva.s possible 
to contrive something whicli wouUl ef- 
fect tho purpo.se. ILis tirrft endeavor 
was to open tho alido of tho camera by 
hand as the horse went by, but this 
was too slow to givo a clear picture; 
and thou a macliino was made which 
would run at a regular rati^, and which 
could be graded- to the speed of the 
liorso. This was a very ingouiou.s oon- 
trivtuico, in iippoaranco between a clock 
arid a music box, but tho difficulty was 
to regulate the horso \vith tho machine. 
For inatanco, a horse might bo timed a 
mile in 2:24. Part of tho distuiice 
might bo at tho rato of 2:20, and tlu! 
other portion 2:28. Thi.H discrepancy 
would roault in a blur, ami tho outlines 
would not bo shown with sufficient dis- 
tinctness. This machine had to be 
st,nrtc(l by hand, so that thoro W(>ro two 
uiR'crt.'iin ohnnents to interfere. Could 
olectrioity bo u.scd, and the current 
bu controlled (.'.xactly at tlu; right iiio- 
mont, the diUieulty would bo overcome. 
When governor Stanford drove the 
last .spike which connected tho Union 
and Central Pacific Railways, and in a 
figurative aoub-o united tlio Atlantic and 
Pacific Oceans, though tho broadest 
part of tlio ooutinent intervened, tho 
blow of the hanuiTer was echoed by a 
salvo of artillery from tho shores of 
the bay. Tho act itself was tho licrald 
that announced tho completion of tho 
great design; and, surely, if it could 
thus bo drovo across mountniiis and 
vnlloys, tho same agency ■would aolvo 
this portion of the problem. But it 
required a large outlay to perfect tho 
machuiory, and involved sending for a 
portion of tho work from England. It 
also required time; but tho idea once 
ciitortainod, could not he abandon- 
ed, and the delay only iiiten.siticd 
tho purpose. l''inthuHia.stically May- 
bridgo entered into tiio .scheme, al- 
though he felt jealous of making the. 
subtle fluid tho sole artist, and labored 
assiduously when he returned from his 
trips to South America and Alaska. 
The c.anierna were made in England, 
having an improved double slid(5,-n'hich 
made thcni moro perfect, tho electric 
part of the apparatus ■vvas made 
in Sail Francisco. The back- 
ground was obtained by making a 
screen of planks, set at an angle of 
about twenty degrees from tho jjerpon- 
dicular, tho fiurfaco ■ivhitoneJ, and 
linos stretchiid across ovory t^\venty-one 
inches. These apacea wero num- 
bered from one to twenty. Hor- 
izontal lines wore dra^vn, tho first on a 
level witli the track, the others witli 
spaces of four inches bet^woon tlicni. 
Tho track was also whitened for part 
of the distance across it, and wires 
were run from tho camorn.s opposite 
under tho surface until within two feet 
of the background, where they were 
raised so that the sulky wheel would 
atrike them. Those wires corresponded 
with tho lines on the background. Ou 
the opposite side of the track, the bat- 
tery, consisting of eight jars, and the 
cameras were .stationed, tho latter num- 
bered from 0110 to twelve. AVhcii the 
horse was driven through, the sulky 
wheel struck the wire, breaking tho 
circuit, forming picture No. 1. Twen- 
ty-ono inches the second was struck, 
and No. 2 was taken, and so ou until 
tho whole twelve wero imprinted on 
the plate. This arrangement ]iro- 
cluded all suspicion of mistakes, and 
insured accuracy which could not bo 
questioned. The horso took his own jiic- 
lurc. Tho wheel striko.s tho firat ■wire,or 
rather, almost continuous in tlu; roll of 
souml, as the wheel touches tho other 
wires, and in a trifle over half a second 
the tw('lv(.i pictures are registered. The 
time it reciuirea to take one of tho 
series could not have been the two 
thousandth part of a second, for if the 
wires \\'oro an eighth of an inch in 
diameter, and it took all the timo of 
[lassing tliat distance, it would not oc- 
cupy moi'o. Hut tho instant of con- 
tact is all, and tho improved double 
slide resjionds to the magic with such 
celerity that it cannot be measured. 
Thero is a feeling of awe in tho mind 
of tho beholder, as ho looks at tho glass 
plate whicli is held before tho yellow 
curtain, and ho kccb the iiiiniaturo of 
the flying horse so perfect that it 
startles him. Reduced in size until it 
would do for the scarf-pin of a lady, 
and yet in tho weird, opal-tinted light 
it is as distinct as if cut on a gem. 
The oyo runs rapidly over tho scries, 
and thoro are ])ositions whicli could 
never 1)0 exphiiiied by 'any liopothcsis, 
but which cannot bo (piostioiied by 
tlio.se who have witiie.s.sod tho opera- 
tion.

There arc still within the burgh of 
Sabtanraer 111 houses roofsd with 
thatch, 1 04 being occupied as dwelling 
houses. 

Feats are entertained that the ri\-er 
Lnnan is undenmning tho foundations 
of the fine old ruins of Redcastlc, near 
Ai'broath. 

Tho worknion cng.iged in the con- 
struction of tho timber poiuls at Stauner- 
gate, Dundee, havo come upon four 
stone coffins containing the skeletons ef 
full grownpersons. 

Mr. B. Dickson's workmen while 
laying the foundation of tho new school 
l)uilding.s on tho site of tlu^ ohl Gram- 
mar .School, Jvolso, have discovered 
several stoiio coftins and a large vault 
slab. 

The Free Presbytery of Dunso and 
Ohainsido havo agreed to- transmit 
overtures^in favor of Disestabli.shment, 
and denouncing the action of "Consti- 
tutionalists."

Like many American inventions, it 
meets with greater favor thoro then in 
the laud of its origin. *■ In Loudon and 
tho leading cities of Great Britain, 
spiritualistic seances are said to bo a 
sort of entertaimnont as common as 
kettle - drums and dinner parties. 
Thoy are very fashionable, and every- 
body who is anybody attends them. 
Pictures of mediums and matm-ializcd 
apirits, as they appear in tho open circle, 
are published in the English spiritual 
journals. Slade, v.'hoso tricks were ex- 
posed hero, has received magnificent 
presents of ■\vatchc3, jewelry, and dia- 
monds in Berlin, llis seances have been 
attended in Germany and Russia by 
the highest nobility. In the capital 
of the former emiiiro ho exhibited to the 
chief of police, and tho court conjurer, 
who narrowly watched the proceedings, 
and made oath that tho phenomena wero 
not tricks, ilrs. Macdougnll Gregory, 
widow of Professor Gregory of Edin- 
burgh University, is pronounced a firm 
believer. She gives spiritual receptions 
— so thoy are styled — and they are at- 
toiided by high church dignitaries, 
some of whom are asserted to have j)ro- 
claiined the truth of the now philosophy 
from the pulpit. The Imperial families 
of Russia and Germany, Bisnmrk, Pres- 
ident MacMahon, Gambotta, Gladstone, 
Disraeli, Browning, Carlylc, Tennyson, 
and all other renowned personages, are 
reported to bo Spiritualists; but the ro- 
jiort must be accepted, we sujipose, as 
are the Milesian stories that every noted 
man since tho Ptolemies has, at some 
timo or other, been born in Irelaiiil. — 
K }. Times. 



Caimtal is timid, and the saying that 
thero is nothing more cowardly than a 
million of dollars except two millions, 
is quoted in a letter just issued by Con- 
gressman Clarkson N. Potter, explain- 
ing tho scope and purpose of the "fraud ' 
investigation which has been ordered 
on his motion.
